It Will Reach 849,OOO,OOO for Thla

NEW YOBE, Nov. 21.—The Herald's 


Washington correspondent says: 
It 


now appears that even Commissioner 
Raum's estimate of the deficiency in the 
pension account business this year is 
too low, and from information received 
it is likely that the deficiency will reach 
849,000,000. This means 8150,000,000 
instead of 8135.000.COO this year for 
pensions. It means more than 8200,- 
000,000 next year. It means a bankrupt 
treasury and an 
impaired national 


oredit, even more so than the Herald 
had predicted. It means that congress 
must come at once to the relief of the 
burdened government and either repeal 
Gome of these unnecessary pension laws 
or provide additional taxation for their 
payment. If the pension office works 
up to the full limit of its capacity of its 
present force in settling pension oases 
and issues certificates as rapidly as the 
oases are settled, the defioienay for this 
year will amount to $75,000,000 instead 
of $40,000,000. At the smallest calcnla- 
tion the increased capacity will amount 
to an increase of $9,000,000 or §10,000,- 
000 over the commissioner's estimate. 
That will make pension expenditures 
$i50,000,000 for the year. How will 
Secretary Windom be able to avoid ad- 
mitting in his forthcoming report for 
the fiscal year that the government will 
not have a" penny to pay current ex- 
penses with.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—Arrangements 


have been completed between the poet- 
offico department and the New York 
Central Railroad company whereby the 
fastest mail train in the United States 
will be provided between here and Chi- 
cago on and after Dao. 1. This will, it 
is believed, be followed by a similar ar- 
rangements with tho Pennsylvania com- 
pany for a like service over its Hue. 
This will ba followed by other changes, 
which will bring abont a saving of an 
entire day in the delivery of the vast 
volume of mail from the great south- 
west. Supt. R. C. Jackson of tho New 
York division of the railway mail service 
is now in Washington arranging the 
details for the service to Chicago via the 
Central road. Tho new train will be 
made 
up wholly of postal-cars. It 


will leave New York at 9:10 a, m., tak- 
ing the place of the postal train now 
leaving at 8:30, and will reach Chicago 
9:10 the following morning, making 
a saving of about an hour and forty 
minutes over the present schedule. All 
the mail matter will be made up on 
route, and deliveries will bo made at 
eyery station between this city and 
Buffalo. The train will not stop or 
even felow down to serve the interme- 
diate stations. Negotiations are pend- 
ing between the postoffice department 
and the Pennsylvania railroad company 
to secure an early delivery of the entire 
matter in the southwest for this city in 
time for business uses on the same day. 
This will bring it here at 6. a. m., in- 
stead of 8, as at present.
